FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE Rated as one of the 
very best whites, but at is best from medium or 
large bulbs. 

FRIENDSHIP This pink and white combination 
is one of the loveliest glads in commerce. A re- 
liable and healthy grower. 


GAYLORE Tall salmon with distinctive white 
throat. A fine commercial that everyone likes. 


GOLDEN ARROW A reliable medium yellow 
which we grow in quantity for our cutflower 
trade. 

HARMAU Nice growing salmon with deeper 
throat. 

HANS von MEEGREN Real butter yellow. An 
early bloomer and an especially nice grower. One 
of our favorite yellows.

ROSA van LIMA Very early light pink with 
lighter throat. Tall straight, and a money ma- 
ker for the cut flower grower. 

SHEHERAZADE Yellow and red combination 
that is very striking. Tall, and very easy grow- 
er. 

SILVER WINGS One of the best whites. Well 
ruffled, vigorous grower. Good placement and 
tall spikes. What more could one ask? 

SNOWBANK Late, clear white that is an ex- 


celletit commercial. Medium and small sizes 
only. 
SNOW PRINCESS Early, brilliant white. A 


good white and valuable because of its earliness. 

SPOTLIGHT For an all around yellow we like 
this better than any other yellow we grow. Not 
spectacular, but a mighty good glad. 

SPIC AND SPAN In the brief time since its in- 
troduction this ruffled salmon pink has probably 
won more prizes than any other variety. Will o- 
pen 10-12 blooms at once on an always straight 
spike. A really sensational glad. I have a very 
large stock of this and can quote special prices 
on lots of several thousands of any sizes. The 
bulbs are clean and healthy and unforced. 

STOPLIGHT Brilliant red that is always good in 
our gardens. 

STORMY WEATHER The best smoky we have 
ever grown, and the only one which we thought 
was beautiful.

SUSQUEHANNA This clear buff will easily open 
ten blooms on an always straight spike. Extra fine
